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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amended independent claims will be 
entered into the case but fail to put the application in allowable condition. Examiner argues that the limitations of using horizontal or 
vertically polarized light was rejected by the examiner with the current primary prior art in the non-final rejected dated 08/05/2008. Applicant 
failed to provide any arguments or objections that the prior art fails to teach these limitations in applicant's response dated 10/27/2008, 
therefore not allowing the examiner to present evidence that the prior art teaches the claimed limitations or do an additional prior art search 
finding those limtations and presenting them in another non-final rejection. The examiner toke applicants addded limitation into 
consideration and did a prior art search of the use of horizontal or vertical polarization and found that it is well known in the art of particle 
detection to use the newly added claim limitations. The examiner would use the newly found prior art in a 1 03 rejection with the primary art 
cited in examiners previous rejections and therefore the claims are not in allowable condition. 
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
